Abductor of Frank Hoyle Gets a Continuance 
Truman Says Real Estate Lobby Scuttles Housing 


Martin Isn't 
in Agreement; 
Hits Spending 


Washington, June 18—(AP)— 


President 
Truman's 
statement 


that real estate lobbyists have 
launched a "deliberate campaign 
of 
misrepresentation" 
against 


housing legislation drew a sharp 
denial today from Rep. Martin 
(R-Mass). 


The president said late yester- 


day in a letter to Speaker Ray* 
burn (D-Tex) that he has been 
"shocked in recent days at the 
extraordinary propaganda cam- 
paign that has been tmleashed" 
against a senate-passed public 
housing, slum clearance bill oiow 
pending in the house. 


The campaign, Hfuman declar- 


ed, "consistently distorts the facts 
of the housing situation in this 
country." 


Martin, the house Republican 


leader, told a newsman: 


"This is -a surprise to me. The 


only lobby that has contacted me 
is the lobby trying to put over the 
bill." 


Martin declared that opposition 


to the measure has come from 
.people concerned over government 
spending—not real estate lobby- 
ists. 


Tells of "Ruthless Men" 


The president's strongly-worded 


letter said that "a little group of 
ruthless men" is responsible for 
the campaign to defeat the bill. 
He ,asked congress* to "be* aware 
of the false and misleading nature 
of this propaganda." 


House Democratic Leader Mc- 


Cormack (Mass) promptly com- 
mented: "The president is abso- 


-lufeff right I hope restateme 


will have the effect of driving this 
nefarious lobby out of Washing- 
ton." 


But Martin declared: 
"The people have come to real- 


ize that if we are going to keep 
our finances in shape we've got to 
quit spending. 
Inasmuch as not 


one house would be built in 18 
months under this program it 
seems to me this is one big money 


• bill that could be put aside." 


House debate on the bill will be- 


gin Wednesday. 
It calls, for a 


vast program of slum clearance, 
low-rent public housing and farm 
housing aid. 


Estimates of the federal money 


involved, in subsidies and loans 
have varied widely.

County Jail , 


Is Bursting 
at Its Seams 


Mrs. Esther Schwank, jailer at 


the Lee county jail, was today con- 
fronted with an "over-population 
problem," 
For the first time in 


some years the number of prison- 
ers confined in the jail far ex- 
ceeded the accomodations and 
striingent measures were being 
employed to accomodate the law 
breakers. 


There were 20 prisoners in the 


county jail, six of whom are 
females. On the woman's side of 
the jail property there ac^vbut 
tour cells fitted with one* bunk 
each. To accomodate the "guests," 
Mrs. Schwank had selected the 
females smallest in stature and 
these were sleeping two in a 
bunk, while the larger prisoners 
occupied single bunks. 


The same rule of doubling-up 


could not be employed in the cor- 
ridor for male prisoners and two 
of these were reported to be sleep- 
ing on top of the cells in prefer- 
ence to the stone floor. Feeding 
time also presents somewhat of a 
problem when all 20 prisoners are 
to be served three times daily.

Lanphier Defends Use of 


Dogs in Medical Research 


In Friday's Evening Telegraph we published ^n appeal from Mrs. 


John Fordham relating.to the vivisection bill now before the state 
legislature. 
It would permit unclaimed dogs to be used for experi- 


mentations to aid medical science. 


As The Telegraph always aims* 


to present two sides of a question, 
we are printing herewith a letter 
brought into us today by E. H. 
Lanphier, son of Mrs. Beatrice 
Lanphier, Grand Detour. He is a 
graduate medical student at the 
University of Illinois. 


His letter follows: 


To the Editor of the 
Dixon Ei ening Telegraph: 


Mrs. John Fordham yesterday 


appealed to the Evening Telegraph 
to inform its readers that a pro- 
posal "to permit live dogs to be 
used for medical science experi- 
ments" was up for action in the 
state senate. She urged readers 
to sena telegrams opposing tjie 
measure which, she said, would 
permit stray pets to be "picked up 
and used for experiments." 


The proposed legislation is di- 


rected only toward unclaimed, un- 
wanted dogs ad cats which would 
otherwise be destroyed in local 
ponds. The bill (H. Bf 650) pro- 
vides that such animals, after an 
ample period when those which 
were actually 'pets" could be re- 
claimed by their owners, may be 
turned over to licensed medical 
institutions for use in research and 
teaching. 


Research Means Advance* 


It i« apparent that Mrs. Ford, 


ham believes Telegraph readers to 
be unaware of the necessity of 
animal experimentation and of the 
fact that virtually every major 
advance in moo>m medicine MM

at some point depended upon such 
research. It does not seem likely 
that she is correct in this assump* 
tion. Most ,Dixon people are ac- 
quainted with diabetics whose lives 
depend" upon insulin, and most 
have heard of the "blue baby" op- 
eration. These are only two of 
many examples of what" experi- 
ments on stray dogs have meant 
to'the wejl-being of mankind. 


Many scourges, such as cancer, 


high b'ood pressure, and heart 
disease, remain to be conquered 
and are now the* object of inten- 
sive research. This cannot be ac- 
complished other than by the use 
of animals, and because of their 
size and similarities to man, dogs 
must frequently be used. 


Research Might Stop 


Few reasonable people would 


want this research to stop, and it 
seems criminal for limited re, 
search funds to be spent in raising 
or buying dogs when many thou- 
sands of them are being destroyed 
every year in pounds with benefit 
to no one. Painless drug experi- 
ments and operation* under care- 
ful anesthesia are surely not worse 
than the present fate of these ani- 
mals. 


I have confidence in our legisla- 


tors and would urge telegrams and 
letter* only to let them know that 
the viewpoint represented by Mrs. 
Fordham la not characteristic of 
the citizens of this area.

New Proposal 


for Flexible 
Farm Support 


Washington, 
June 18—(AP)— 


Possibly the highest overall farm 
price supports ever attempted by 
the government have been pro- 
posed for next year in 
a 
bill 


drafted by farm state lawmakers. 


The new bill, whipped into shape 


yesterday by a house agriculture 
sub-committee, would repeal out- 
right the 1948 law due to set up 
a flexible price support system at 
60 to 90 percent of parity, starting 
next year. 


New Parijfy System , 


Instead, it would adopt a new 


panty system proposed by Secre- 
tary of 'Agriculture Brannan, and 
set price supports at 100 percent 
of that standard. 


The government now supports 


prices at 90 percent of parity. 


Parity is a price set years ago 


by a complicated formula intended 
to be fair to both farmers anc 
consumers. There has been some 
fear expressed .that 
in 
coming 


months under this formula the 
government might have to pay out 
huge sums, meanwhile getting 
stuck with great crop surpluses. 


The Brannan Plan 


The plan proposed Ijy Brannan 


which the administration is back- 
ing strongly, would let prices of 
perishable crops drop on the mar 
ket, with the government paying 
farmers direct subsidies to make 
up the difference. 


The new house bill, besides using 


the Brannan parity formula, woulc 
permit a three-crop "trial run" tor 
this controversial "production pay- 
ment" principle, with the crops to 
be selected by the secretary of 
agriculture.'

Repair IForfe, Remodeling 


Five elements of a farm build- 


ing "should be given careful con- 
.Bideration when structural 
re- 


modeling or an exfensive repair 
program is planned, according to 
U. S. Department of Agriculture 
building specialists. 


These five elements are: 
1—The foundation. It might be 


necessary 
to 
replace 
defective 


concrete* masonry, re-lay stone 
walls, deepen footings and im- 
prove roof and site drainage. If 
drainage is poor, run-off water 
from storms can undermine foun- 
dation walls. This is a principal 
cause of foundation failure. 


2—The framing. Framing mem- 


bers might heed to be realigned 
and braced so that they will stay 
in position. Siding should be in- 
spected and renailed or replaced 
if necessary. 


3 The roof. Leak! sometimes 


can • be repaired if the roof is 


relatively new and the leak is 
confined to a small area, but if 
the roof is old the first leak in- 
dicates a need for new roofing 
material. For economy, fire-re- 
sistance, ease of application and 
attractiveness, 
asphalt 
shingles 


are recommended. 


4—Decoration. For farm service 


structures, decoration usually con- 
sists of new paint, which protects 
as well as decorates. In remodel- 
ing or repairing the farm home, 
more extensive, decorating might 
be desired. 


5—Structural 
redesign. 
Farm 


buildings occasionally 
are con- 


verted to be used for new pur- 
poses; for instance, a horse barn 
might be changed to a dairy 
barn. In jobs of this, sort, all de- 
tails should be planned in advance 
and the plan should be followed 
exactly. After work has begun, 
deviations from the plan usually 
add to the cost.

Rationing Like Wartime 


- It is Mr. McDonald's personal 
opinion, after interviewing Eng- 
lishmen in .all walks of life that 
the British will soon do away with 
their present socialistic form of 
government.

The 
people exist on a diet of chicken, 
fish and cheese. .JAeat rations are 
so low that Britons are permitted 
only 20 cents per week for meat— 
about two strips of bacon.

with perjury, goes into its fourth 
week Monday and will last an- 
other week or more. 


Whittaker Chambers, one time 


Communist by his own admission, 
said Hiss gave him secret state de- 
partment papers when Chambers 
was working in Washington as a 
messenger in a Communist spy- 
ring. 


And on Monday the trial of Ju- 


dith Coplon, which has been going 
on for two months, will drag: on 
a little longer, and will probably 
make some headlines before it is 
over. It's made plenty already. 


Miss Coplon. charged with spy- 


ing for Russia, is now on the 
stand and when her own lawyer, 
Archibald Palmer, gets through 
having her explain why she took 
FBI. reports, the government pros- 
ecutors will tear into her 


She Planned Book 


Miss Coplon, 28 years old and 


100 pounds in weight, says she 
collected secret government re- 
ports the way a novelist collects 
notes for a book, and for the 
«ame reason: she wanted to write 
a book. 


In New^ork the trial of 11 top 


Communist party officials, charg- 
ed with teaching conspiracy to 
overthrow this 
government by 


force, will' drone on, maybe till 
the end of July. 


The 11 communists have been 


Bitting at their trial for months 
and, in spite of their many wran- 
gles with the judge, theirs has 
been- a pretty dull trial so far.
